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A year is an insignificant period of time in the life of a people, especially in secure, 
normal peacetime conditions, in which a nation builds up its life and prosperity calmly 
and undisturbed on the basis of historical development. On the other hand, the cruelest 
consequences of war, the worst times of hardship and plague cannot be more disastrous 
for a people than one year of Bolshevik rule - even in peacetime conditions. 


The Latvian people, who were swept unprotected into the whirlwind of world upheavals 
and events, lived through a year under the yoke of Bolshevism, during which time they 

lost their independence and were finally forced to sacrifice countless human lives and 

great material values to bloodthirsty and rapacious Bolshevism. The present work is not 
only intended to present a narrower selection of testimonies that are particularly 
characteristic of Bolshevism, but mainly to pass them on to posterity and those who did 

not experience them as a vivid account of the terrible period that was survived. It should 
also be a serious warning to those who do not know Bolshevism or do not judge it correctly. 
The Latvian people not only have the right but also the duty to show the world the true 

face of Bolshevism, because they have experienced in their own flesh and blood the violence 
of this system of Jewish subhumanity. 


A brief survey of the history of Latvia reveals that this country has always been characterised 
by the constant threat of danger from the East. On the one hand, Slavism threatened to 
biologically destroy the Latvian people; on the other, Russian imperialism, in its drive for 
exploitation and oppression, was intent on forcing this country completely under its yoke. 
The red hordes of Bolsheviks who broke into the country in 1919 also had the same ambition: 
to take the Baltic region away from the European cultural sphere and incorporate it into the 
East for good. However, this danger was recognised in time and the Freikorps and Baltic 
national army fought together with the Latvians to drive out the barbaric invaders. 


But barely 20 years later, on 2 October 1939, the Latvian government, under pressure from 
the ultimate demands, was forced to conclude a treaty with the Soviet Union, granting it the 
right to assemble troops and establish naval bases and airfields on Latvian soil. This event 
alone sealed Latvia's fate. But the Bolshevik monster had now extended its tentacles 
westwards. Eight months after the treaty was signed, on 17 June 1940, Latvia was flooded 
by units of the Soviet army. This was the second incursion of the Bolsheviks into this 
country and an unmistakable threat to Germany and the whole of Europe. On 1 July 1941, 
eight days after the outbreak of war between Germany and the Soviet Union, the Bolshevik 
rule in Latvia came to an abrupt end thanks to the rapid victory of the German Wehrmacht. 


This book shows in pictures, protocols and documents this one year of red rule in Latvia. 

If there is an opinion that it is easier to destroy than to build, there is no doubt that there is 
hardly a more skilful and mercilessly destructive force than Bolshevism. In the course of this 
one year, the Bolsheviks not only destroyed what the Latvian people had painstakingly won. 
Their destructive fury was also directed against everything that the whole of humanity had 
achieved in many years of labour and struggle. We need only mention the abolition of private 
property, the Bolshevisation of real estate, the expropriation of savings, the division of 
peasant farms, not to mention the fact that people were deprived of private initiative, their 
human rights were restricted or even abolished and all personal security was denied, with the 
individual social classes being set against each other in the name of the "dictatorship of the 
proletariat". 


In order to understand how the Bolsheviks were able to achieve all this in the course 
of one year in a country that had been linked to European culture from time 
immemorial, one must realise that their methods were fundamentally based on 
cynical lies. For example, in the autumn of 1940, to reassure the peasants and the 
Latvian people as a whole, it was declared that no collective economy would be 
introduced in Latvia - with the intention of preventing the peasants from neglecting 
their economy and their possessions. Not only were the first kolkhozes founded in 
Friijahr, but sovkhozes and agricultural centres already existed. 


In realising their intentions, the Bolsheviks relied on cynical and arbitrary falsifications 
of the will of the people. Under harsh coercion and against their will, the Latvian 
people were forced to elect a Saeima (parliament), whose members expressed the 

"will of the people" by advocating the establishment of Soviet Latvia and annexation 
to the Soviet Union. Elsewhere, Latvian labour was forced to demand the death penalty 
for its own people. 


Finally, it must be pointed out that one of the most dangerous and impressive means 
of Bolshevism was terror. In one year of Red rule, 1355 people were shot and 32,895 
disappeared without trace. They were arrested and deported. Imagine what the loss of 
34,250 people means for a nation that currently numbers less than 1.8 million! 


As far as the circumstances of the arbitrary Jewish-Bolshevik power allowed, the 
Latvian people reacted to these acts of violence with a stark separation from 
everything that was Bolshevik and united more firmly in their national consciousness. 
The result was increased terror and hatred on the part of those in power. The Latvian 
people placed their only hope in the German Reich because, thanks to its position at 
the point of contact between Europe and the Bolshevik East, it had the opportunity to 
observe the true face of Bolshevism and to recognise the danger that Bolshevism 
represented not only for Germany but for the whole of Europe. It is well known that 
the outbreak of war between Germany and the Soviet Union saved the whole of 
Europe from the cruel fate suffered by the Latvian people and their neighbours at 

the last moment. The testimonies included in this collection give only a faint idea of 
the true face of Bolshevism. In order to get to know it from the ground up, one must 
experience the horrors of this system first-hand, as the Latvian people did. Mankind 
can be glad to have escaped this fate. 
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Shit tt holt tt started... 
On 15 June 1940, Latvian men and women had gathered 
gathered for a singing festival in Diinaburg. Nobody 
suspected that it was to be the last joyous folk festival. 
On the night of 14 June, a horde of armed Bolsheviks 
invaded Latvia and committed their first atrocity: 
a border guard's house was set on fire, several border 
guards were murdered, 43 peaceful 
residents of the surrounding area 
were arrested and dragged across 
the border simply because they 
had tried to put out the fire.

guards and a woman were murdered, 
and another woman and a 14-year-old § 
boy were found seriously wounded near | ~ 
the burnt house. 11 border guards and 
several inhabitants of the village were 
missing. A commission of enquiry 
headed by the commander of the border 
guard brigade, General Bolstein, had 
travelled to the scene of the crime to 
clarify the circumstances. 


IN THE EARLY MORNING OF 17 JUNE 1940 


numerous motorised units and tanks of the Soviet army crossed the eastern border of Latvia and 
made their way to the capital, which they reached at noon. The surprised inhabitants of Riga had 
nothing but a grim silence and hostile looks for the uninvited guests marching in long columns 
through the streets of the city.

The newspapers reported that on 16 June, i.e. the day before, the Chairman 
of the Council of People's Commissars of the USSR, Molotov, had presented 
a note to the Latvian envoy in Moscow on behalf of his government with the 
following content: 


"On the basis of the documents available to the Soviet Government and 

the exchange of views which recently took place in Moscow between the 
Chairman of the Council of People's Commissars of the USSR, Mr Molotov, 
and the Lithuanian Prime Minister, Mr Merkis, the Soviet Government 
considers it proven, that the Latvian government had not only not dissolved 
the military treaty with Estonia, which was concluded before the conclusion 
of the Latvian-Soviet Treaty of Mutual Assistance and was directed against 
the Soviet Union, but had extended it by involving Lithuania, and was also 
attempting to win over Finland. 


Before the conclusion of the Soviet-Latvian Mutual Assistance Treaty in 
autumn 1939, the Soviet government was still able to tolerate the existence 
of such a military treaty, even though it also contradicted the Mutual 
Assistance Treaty concluded between the USSR and Latvia. After the 
conclusion of the Soviet-Latvian Mutual Assistance Treaty, however, the 
existence of such a military alliance between Latvia, Estonia and Lithuania 
directed against the Soviet Union must be regarded by the Soviet Union 

not only as completely inadmissible, but also as extremely dangerous for 
the security of the USSR's borders. 


The Soviet government was of the opinion that Latvia would withdraw from 

the military alliance of the Baltic states after the conclusion of the Soviet-Latvian 
Mutual Assistance Treaty and that this alliance would be dissolved in this way. 
Nevertheless, Latvia, together with the other Baltic states, endeavoured to 
revive and expand the above-mentioned military alliance, as evidenced by the 
fact that the three Baltic states convened two secret conferences in December 
1939 and March 1940 for the purpose of formally shaping the expanded 
military alliance. The Soviet government's view of the future of the Baltic states 
was based on the following factors: the organisation of the expanded military 
alliance with Estonia and Lithuania, the increasingly close relations between 
the general staffs of Latvia, Estonia and Lithuania, which were kept secret from 
the USSR, the publication of the Baltic Military Entente's own magazine in 
February 1940 - the Revue Baltique - which was published in Reval in English, 
French and German, and so on. 


These facts provide evidence that the Latvian government has ruthlessly violated 
the Soviet-Latvian Mutual Assistance Treaty, which forbids both sides "to form 
alliances or participate in coalitions directed against either party" (§ 4 of the treaty). 


This reckless violation of the Soviet-Latvian Treaty of Mutual Assistance on 

the part of the Latvian Government takes place at a time when the Soviet Union 
has pursued and continues to pursue a highly favourable, extremely pro-Latvian 
policy by strictly observing all the requirements of the Soviet-Latvian Treaty. 

The Soviet government is of the opinion that this situation can no longer be 
tolerated. The USSR considers the following demands to be expedient and urgent: 
1. the immediate formation of a government in Latvia which has the endeavour 
and the power to ensure the honest implementation of the Soviet-Latvian Treaty 
of Mutual Assistance, 2. the immediate transfer of units of the Soviet army to 
Latvia. The Soviet government has agreed to immediately grant free access to 
Latvia to units of the Soviet army and to station them at the most important 
locations in order to ensure the possibility of implementing the Soviet-Latvian 
Treaty of Mutual Assistance and to prevent any provocative actions against 
Soviet troops in Latvia. The Soviet Government regards the fulfilment of these 
demands as the only possible precondition for the honest and loyal implementation 
of the Soviet-Latvian Treaty of Mutual Assistance." 


The avoidance then continues: 


“Yesterday, our envoy Kocinsch sent a reply letter announcing the Latvian 
government's agreement. On 16 June, the Chairman of the Council of People's 
Commissars of the USSR, Molotov, handed the Estonian envoy Rei a note to 
the Estonian government, the wording of which corresponds to the note to the 
Latvian government. Yesterday, envoy Rei sent the Estonian government's 
favourable reply." 


The Latvian government tried to protest against the lies in the Soviet note by means 
of an official statement from the Latvian telegraph agency. The protest was worded 
as follows: 


"Lithuania has not joined the military alliance between Latvia and Estonia." 

The announcement by the official Soviet telegraph agency TASS claims, among 
other things, that Lithuania has joined the military alliance between Latvia and 
Estonia and that the Baltic Entente has thus become a three-state military alliance. 
The Latvian Telegraph Agency is authorised to declare that this statement is not 
true, because Lithuania did not participate in the military treaty of 1 November 
1923 between Latvia and Estonia, and there is no other military treaty between 

the three Baltic states”

Jews, Bolsheviks, illegal agitators, daylight thieves and other dark 
elements were the ones who gave their Bolshevik friends a

According to statistical records, 62 policemen were wounded in 
these street fights.

The deputy chairman of the Council of People's 
Commissars of the USSR, Comrade Vyshinsky, 
appeared in Latvia to check the colour fastness 
of the new government. With the invasion of the 
Soviet army, it had already become clear that 
Latvia had become directly dependent on the 
Soviet Union and had to be harmonised with 
Moscow's goals and aspirations. At the express 
wish of the Soviet ambassador in Riga, the 
Latvian workers and employees were driven out 
onto the streets against their will to join the Jews 
and other saints in a solemn procession to 
express their "joy and gratitude for the liberation 
from the yoke of the leeches". 


Comrade Vyshinsky welcomes the participants of the rally. 
In his speech, he expressed the hope that the flags of Latvia

countries. Only with time did it become clear how shameless 
and cynical the lie behind these words was.

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When the new system, reinforced by Jews and criminals, felt secure 
enough, the destruction of the previous order and all cultural values 
could begin. One of the first steps was the Bolshevisation of the 
Latvian army. The Politruks (Political Officers) were formed along 
the lines of the Soviet Union, because according to the official 
regulations of those in power in Moscow, the army was not allowed 
to be apolitical. Naturally, this work of subversion in the Latvian 
army was again entrusted to the Jews. 


The Jew Abraham Genkin, who had already been imprisoned for his years of 
anti-government activity and was transferred to a penal company during his 
compulsory military service.

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THE FALSIFICATION OF THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE 

In order to throw sand in the eyes of the world and distract it from the brutal methods of violence, 
the Bolsheviks resorted to their characteristic and cynical means of falsifying the will of the 
people with the help of electoral terror. The population was forced to take part in the Saeima 
(parliament) elections on 15 and 16 July. They simply had the workers and employees of the 
factories and authorities, as well as units of the army, march in rank and file to the elections. 
Anyone who could not produce a note in their passport had to fear that one day they would be 
arrested as an enemy of Soviet power. 


The employees of individual companies travelled in single file to the electoral districts where they 
were forced to cast their votes for the only available electoral list. 
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On 21 July, the first gross falsification of the will of the people was announced as a decision of the 
newly elected Saeima: The establishment of the Soviet Socialist Republic.

The next few days brought the certainty that all these events - the parades of the "Latvian people" 
and the decisions of the Saeima - were a treacherous game orchestrated by Moscow. In this way, it 
was to be made clear to the world that the Soviets had indeed granted freedom to the "oppressed and 
starving people", as the Soviet press had shouted to the world. Of their own free will, completely 
uninfluenced, the Latvian people had chosen the Soviet constitution and were now enthusiastically 
proceeding to establish this system. But the blatant injustice and arbitrariness had by no means 
reached its climax. After the declaration of the Soviet Latvian Republic, new parades were staged, 
whose participants - here too, for the most part Jews - demanded the admission of Soviet Latvia into 
the Soviet Union in countless posters. And - what a cruel irony of fate - similar posters were also put 
into the hands of the Latvians, who were forced to take part in the processions according to the tried 
and tested method. Moscow's frame-up became clear - after the overthrow of the authoritarian 
government, the Saeima was created as a willing tool for Moscow's aspirations and as the legislative 
power for the transitional stage to complete Bolshevisation. The "just demands of the representatives 
of the Latvian people" - read Jews - were fulfilled. The Saeima decided to ask the Soviet Union to 
accept the newly founded Soviet Latvia into the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 
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To implement the decision of the Saeima, the head of 
the sham government, Professor Kirchensteins, 
travelled to Moscow to the Supreme Council of the 
USSR to initiate the admission of Soviet Latvia to 

the League of Socialist Republics. What a cynical 
paradox: what the Kremlin had long since decided 
and ordered the Shem government to carry out, the 
Latvian people were now supposed to ask the Kremlin 
to do!

On 5 August, Latvia's fate was sealed - on that day, the Latvian state ceased to exist. The 
lines in "Izvestia" on 6 August sound like bloody mockery: 


“Yesterday the Supreme Council of the USSR decided unanimously in a separate vote of the 
chambers to accept the demands of the Latvian Saeima and to admit the Soviet Latvian Socialist 
Republic into the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. Long live Soviet Latvia, the republic with 
equal rights in the fraternal union of the Soviet Union!" 


If until then there had been any illusions about the Soviet Union's intentions, these were 
now finally destroyed by the brutality with which Moscow kicked the Baltic states to the 
ground. The Soviet army invaded the three states at almost the same time, the difference 
being only a few hours. The same happened with the annexation of these countries to the 
Soviet Union. This planned development is proof that the participation of the people in 
all political events - the parades and elections - was only a cover for Moscow's predatory 
endeavours. This was intended to create the illusion that Moscow was exerting no pressure 
whatsoever on the domestic and foreign policy of these states. The meaning of the Soviet 
government's note of 16 June now also appeared in a different light: the Bolsheviks 
demanded a government that was friendly to them, not in order to "ensure the honest 
implementation of the Soviet-Latvian Treaty of Mutual Assistance", but to place at the 
head of the state creatures who were not afraid to play their country into the hands of 

the Bolsheviks.

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Expropriation 
of Farmers 


In order to instil courage and confidence in the farmers and spur them on to work intensively, it was 
emphatically claimed in the press that no land would be expropriated from the farmers. For example, 
a statement by the Minister of Agriculture, Mr Vanags, which was also taken up by the press, stated, 
among other things: 


"BUILDERS! I welcome you to liberated Latvia! 

After long years of slavery and spiritual darkness, we feel like equal and free people again. 
We will never forget that we owe this freedom to the heroic and strong Red Army of our ally, 
the USSR. That is why the solidarity of the labour force and the working peasants with the 
Soviet Union will last forever, because the invincible Red Army - (the attribute "invincible" 
must never be missing; woe betide anyone who forgets to add it!) - is a reliable pledge to 
secure our freedom. The proletariat and the labouring peasantry of Latvia have joined 
together to form an unbreakable chain. The followers and paid agents of the overthrown and 
expelled clique are trying to break and tear apart this bond. By the most infamous means they 
want to wrest the labouring peasant from the labouring people. Agricultural labourers, small 
farmers, young farmers, working farmers and all other workers in agriculture! Do not let 
yourselves be misled! Only follow the instructions and announcements of our people's 
government! Follow the press, read the communist party magazine "Clya" (The Struggle). 
There you will be properly advised and informed. The Communist Party has declared that 

the land, livestock and inventory of the labouring peasants will not be touched. There will also 
be no coercion to collectivise. Production must not be reduced; on the contrary, it must be 
constantly increased. We will take draconian measures against those who slaughter their 
livestock. You need not fear a reduction in prices in the autumn...” 


However, Bolshevisation did not stop at the peasant. Without exception, peasant property was 
Bolshevised, i.e. expropriated. The former owners, if they were allowed to continue working on 
their inherited or acquired land at all, were left with only 80 hectares. The Bolshevised land was 
given to so-called young farmers for use at 10 hectares each. This was the first step towards 
collective farming, as 10 hectares of land naturally did not provide a livelihood. 
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In order to give these efforts a dignified 
cover, festive processions were again 
organised, in which the resisting people 
were forced to march for hours on end, and 
brightly coloured posters and symbolic signs 
in costly costumes of a decidedly Jewish 
character played no small role.

In fact, the whole of Bolshevik public life stood under this motto. All areas of human life had 

to be viewed from the standpoint of the principles of communist doctrine, and the Bolsheviks 
felt obliged to reassure the broadest masses with the assertion that Marxism was not a political 
system but a science. At the university, this "science" was introduced as a new subject: as the 
most important subject with a chair of "Marxism-Leninism" Teachers were "capacities" from 
the Soviet Union, whose education was mostly limited to attending various agitation and 
espionage schools or the "Institute of the Red Professorship", the Moscow professorial press 
Their "scientific merits" had nothing to do with science in the common sense - mostly they were 
successes in building up the communist party or years of imprisonment in tsarist Russia. The 
theological and philosophical faculties were closed and, significantly, logic was abolished as a 
subject. The experienced old teachers were immediately replaced by the aforementioned Moscow 
comrades. 


The Pioneers' Organisation was founded to Bolshevise the youth. The Bolshevik Red Relief 
Organisation, the MOPR, which had also agitated for Bolshevism in this country for years as an 
illegal organisation and paved the way for it, was also legalised. Soon the Komsomol - the 
communist youth organisation - also opened its doors in order to raise "fully-fledged Bolsheviks", 
future members of the Communist Party. As you can see, the Soviets made every effort to 
Bolshevise the people as quickly and thoroughly as possible, i.e. to mentally decompose them. 
At the same time, the destruction of the material and physical forces of the people was tackled 
with admirable determination. In the very first days after the Soviet troops marched in, posters 
were put into the hands of the mob demanding the expropriation of industrial plants, banks, 
transport and land ownership. Of course, these "demands" were "fulfilled, even more so, 
expropriations were carried out that went far beyond these demands. Thus, for example, all 
deposits in the banks and savings banks were expropriated. First in line, of course, the savings 
of the little man. When the pawnshops were 'Bolshevised', the population lost all the mortgaged 
assets. 


The moral and spiritual convictions of the people were also undermined. The ever-increasing 
terror of the Cheka, the constant feeling of insecurity, the fear of betrayal and denunciation and, 
finally, the complete restriction of personal initiative in all areas of economic and cultural life 
contributed significantly to the undermining of intellectual and moral strength. The people stood 
aimlessly and haphazardly in the face of life, which was forcibly redirected by the Bolsheviks, 
with a clear tendency to equalise everything and bring it under the full dependence and control 

of Moscow. The people's sense of community was systematically destroyed by artificially creating 
class antagonisms, expanding the already existing ones and heating up the individual social classes 
against each other. Life became meaningless and lost all rational content. The physical strength of 
the people was sucked dry by Stakhanov's methods. The terms "plan and graphics" became the 
dominant catchphrase of the labour system, which offered the workers no rest and even less a 
relaxing and restorative end to the day. Yet these conditions prevailed in the deepest peace and 
under a system that called itself the "dictatorship of the proletariat" and claimed to be particularly 
concerned about the welfare of the labourers. 


In order to feign an increase in 
production with a view to the 
upcoming elections, the Bolsheviks 
resorted to a new agitation scam: 
the newspapers carried column- 
long job offers from various 
companies. However, when large 
numbers of unemployed people 
turned up at the labour office to 
register for work, the job offers 
turned out to be a hoax. 
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House agitation. As you can see, the participants are exclusively Jews. 


21 January 1941, the day of the USSR Supreme Council elections, was just around the corner. 

In order to ensure one hundred per cent success, the appropriate agitation was of course mounted, 
although everyone was aware that, just as in the last Saeima elections, they had to fear for their 

safety if they did not participate. House agitation was introduced as a new means of exerting pressure, 
in which mainly Jews took part. The spiritual terror of the Jews and their Bolshevik satellites extended 
to all residents. Everyone had to endure the Bolshevik slogans and agitation slogans. There was no 
way for workers and employees to escape, as the factory gates were simply closed at the end of the 
working day and the desired audience was gathered.

nation - votes for the Bolshevik Party and the 
candidates of the Communist and Non-Party 
Bloc."

However, this procedure was not new, as 
it had already been used in the Saeima 
elections

began that surpassed everything previously experienced in its baseness and 
cynicism and thus provided a test of Jewish-Bolshevik bloodlust for the first 
time.

Meetings were held in factories and government offices, at which 
representatives of the Communist Party or the trade unions appeared with the 
already completed resolution. The demand to impose the death penalty on the 
accused was read out to the assembly, whereupon the question was asked 
whether anyone objected. The Latvians, who in these six months of Bolshevik 
rule had already seen more than one of their compatriots disappear on the 
basis of the most trivial suspicion, naturally had only gloomy silence in 
response. This meant, however, that the resolution was unanimously adopted.

Murderers and thieves were turned into 
harmless street passers-by, and civil servants who were aware of their duty and had been attacked 
by Bolshevik subhumans were labelled as welcome victims of the red rulers. The reference to the 
"enemies of the people and pests" who were still at liberty left no one in any doubt that these 
resolutions were only the prelude to the realisation of the most gruesome Cheka system. 
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THE WARMONGERING BEGINS... 
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As Latvia had now become an "equal" member of the 
USSR, it naturally had to accept all the obligations that 
this "honour" entailed. The conscription of those fit 

for military service began.

They were forced to join the communist youth 
organisations "Pioneers" and "Komsomol". Anyone who 
did not want to be suspected of being "anti-class" had to 
leave their children to these red breeding centres. It was 
also entirely in keeping with Bolshevik tactics to make 
the historic castle in Riga available to the red youth 
organisation "Pioneers" and to turn its rooms into a 
playground for Jewish youth educators. They could not 
get enough of praising this "socialist" deed. At every 
_ opportunity, the public was told that the Riga Castle had 
» finally been given a "worthy" purpose. 


These and similar agitational ploys were intended to 
distract attention from the actual situation of the Latvian 
people and to cover up the GPU's system of terror, which 
was now becoming increasingly widespread.

Stalin's constitution guaranteed freedom of religion, but in practice this freedom only applied to the Jews. 
While the clergy of all Christian denominations were persecuted and attending church was almost 
considered a crime, the Jewish practice of "religion" remained untouched. 


according to Jewish rituals could also be bought during the Bolshevik era. 
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Significantly, all the ungodly propaganda, which was of course widely publicised, was directed only 
against the Christian denominations, while the Jews remained unscathed. Attendance at the godless 
exhibitions was compulsory for soldiers, schoolchildren, employees, practically everyone.

Moreover, the Bolsheviks did not stop at this godless propaganda, but later also initiated practical 
measures against the church. As a prelude to an undoubtedly intended liquidation of the denominations, 
2 Protestant-Lutheran churches were turned into warehouses and dance halls were set up in 4 Catholic 
churches in Latgale. 


The clubhouses and clubrooms of the Red Guard and the GPU were a new phenomenon in "social life". 
In many cases, the prayer houses of the religious communities were deemed fit for purpose and 
expropriated. Objections from the religious communities were of course futile. 


The Bolsheviks' initial reticence towards the religious communities was merely a tactical measure. They 
did not want to and could not risk offending the religiously sensitive population from the outset. However, 
there w as never any doubt that the Latvian people were to be regarded as culturally backward because 
they still persisted in religious thinking. The fight against the church would undoubtedly have been 
carried out just as brutally in Latvia as in the Soviet Union if the Bolsheviks had had the time.

For Latvian farmers, the Soviet Union has always been inextricably linked with the concept of the 
collective farm. The Soviets were very interested in bringing in a good harvest and avoiding any 
disruption to agriculture and thus to economic life as a whole. For this reason, efforts were made in good 
time to dispel the farmers' fears of collectivisation and thus prevent the neglect of agriculture. The 
Secretary of the Central Committee of the Latvian Communist Party explained in a newspaper article, 
among other things: 
“Opponents of the new constitution are spreading rumours in the countryside that the new government and the 
Saeima intend to set up collective farms. That is a lie. For the time being, no one has thought of setting up 
collective farms and this will not be the case in the future either. Collective farms are not suitable for us. For the 
time being, the government must provide land to those who do not own land but want to cultivate it themselves. 


No other measures are planned in the countryside, and if such measures seem necessary, they will be decided by 
the representatives elected by the people in the Saeima.” 


Of course, this explanation was just as dishonest as all the others. The Latvian people were soon taught 
better. After the state-owned estates were taken over and the sovkhoz was founded, the newspapers 
carried a notice about the first collective farm. "The Minister of Justice, J. Paberzs," it read, "yesterday 
gave permission for the establishment of the first collective farm in the municipality of Demene. The 
epolesnon was submitted by six Hebrew Citizens who wanted to acquire 70 hectares of land for this 


purpose."

On I May 1941 - which was of course celebrated as a day of class 
struggle and "Proletarian Unity Day" - Latvian youth were deemed 
worthy of demonstrating for the Bolshevik world revolution. The 


picture clearly shows that they were anything but in a festive mood. 
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Although every effort was made by the "Pioneers" organisation to educate the youth in a Bolshevik 
spirit, i.e. to incite them and encourage them to denounce others, this "educational method" had only 
exceptional success overall. The impassive faces of the youth in the picture above show that the youth 
could not be inspired even by bombastic parades.

On the night of the 14th of June, 1941, 
mass arrests and deportations began. 
Since the preparations for this 
extermination operation, which had 
been underway for a long time, were 
kept secret in the most careful manner, 
it is understandable that this attack by 
subhumanity hit the unfortunate people 
completely unexpectedly and only very 
few found time to escape their cruel 
fate. 


The documents give a clear picture of the meticulousness of the preparations carried out and at the same 
time show who the Bolsheviks had entrusted with the realisation of this action. On behalf of the 
operational staff of the Commissariat for State Security (NK VD - GPU - Cheka), the Jew Goldfain drew 
up a schematic overview of the deportation operation, in which the collection (O) and loading (A) points 
were indicated. The detainees were first taken to the loading points and then transported from there in 
goods wagons to the collection centres, where transport trains of around 30 wagons were then put together. 


Schematic overview of the deportation operation by the Jew Goldfain. 
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The only recordings of the abductions that were taken at the risk of their lives: 


A railway train with the deportees at the station in Oger. Helpful men and women crowd around the 
wagons to at least give them food and warmer clothes on their way, but this was mostly forbidden by 
the GPU guards. 
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The transports could not have 
been carried out more cruelly. 
The unfortunates were crammed 
into the wagons like cattle, 
regardless of age or gender, 
without food or water, indeed 
without even the most primitive 
facilities. The inhumanity of the 
procedure meant that children 
and old people were easily 
doomed to death, as only 
physically strong people were 
able to withstand the ordeal. In 
some cases, deportees managed 
to throw messages through the 
barred hatches of the wagons 
onto the railway track, where 
they were later found.

The pictures show Colonel Streipa, head of the Organisation and Mobilisation Department of the former Latvian 
Army, before the Bolsheviks broke in and as number 413 in the GPU's chambers of horror. Colonel Streipa's body 
was found among the victims in the central prison in Riga. The body was horribly mangled. 
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Latvian soldiers shot near the Litene camp. 


The territorial rifle corps of the Soviet Republic suffered a terrible fate. The remnants of the former 
Latvian army were partially disbanded at the outbreak of the German-Soviet War and distributed 
among Bolshevik units. The "politically unreliable" Latvian soldiers were released with the intention 
of ambushing them in the forest or on the road as they left the camp and shooting them in the back. 
Those who were not discharged tried to escape. Many of them also fell victim to the murderous bullets.

Protocol of Bruno Rungainis about his 
experiences in the GPU prison in Riga 
and the interrogation protocol of the 
Jew Ginsburg from Diinaburg. 


Bruno Rungainis reports the following details about his experiences at the GPU: 


.... During interrogation, they often called me names I didn't recognise and asked me if I knew them. In the 
evening, I was taken to a semi-dark room where there were three women. They ordered me to take off my 
trousers and lie down on the sofa. I didn't obey the order. Then the women came very close to me and now 

I saw that all three were Jewish. One pulled my hair, the other threatened me with a revolver and told me to 
cross my hands behind my back. They tied my hands very skilfully and then the three of them pushed me onto 
the sofa. One of them lifted my feet onto the sofa and tied them at the ankles. Then all three began to torture 
me in different ways. They twisted my nose between their fingers, pulled me by the ears, tried to break my 
knuckles, spat in my eyes, held my mouth open with their fingers and spat into it, treated my private parts 
mercilessly, behaved in various silly ways and stuck a feather pen in my anus, sat two by two astride my body 
and began to knead me like bread. Then they pricked me all over my body with needles, but not too deeply. 
They argued among themselves about where they should put the bullet in my body. They often came to the 
table and had a drink. Later they lifted one end of the sofa so that I was in a semi-recumbent position. One 
of the Jewish women tore my eyelids wide apart, the second jammed glass objects into my eyes so that I 
couldn't close them. The lights were switched off in the Limmer. Immediately afterwards, they directed 
particularly bright rays of light at my eyes. Then it went dark again - this was repeated about six times. 

Then a dim light was switched on and my eyes were freed from the eyelid locks. Meanwhile, they kept askin 
me whether I wanted to confess or not. If not, I would be tortured to death until morning. Laughing, all three 
left the room. After a moment, one of the Jewish women came back with a young woman whose face was 
covered by a mask. After they had exchanged a few words in Russian, the Jewish woman left the room. Then 
the young woman came up to me and asked me quietly and compassionately: "Bruni, why are you here?" I 
said that I didn't know myself. She also began to tell me off about my friends, but in a very friendly and 
compassionate tone. She advised me to confess everything, otherwise I would be even worse off: She asked 
me if I was having a hard time. I replied that my bound hands hurt and that I was very thirsty. She untied my 
hands, held a glass of water to my lips and told me to drink the contents. Then she left, after kindly explaining 
to me that everything would be all right, I should just confess everything openly. Then I was taken back to the 
cell, where I spent the night. I was not allowed to sleep. I had hardly fallen asleep when I was woken up. In 
the morning I was taken back upstairs for interrogation. A Russian interrogated me with the help of an 
interpreter. As he didn't achieve anything, I was told to give the names of three nationalistic people and to 
report on certain people, then I would be freed and richly rewarded. If I didn't comply and didn't name three 
people either, I was threatened with being shot; having achieved this, they beat me there and let me out onto 
the street. I had to sign that I had not been ill-treated during the interrogation and that under no 
circumstances would I tell anyone anything about what I had experienced. 


The Jew Ginsburg (illiterate) from Diinaburg confessed the following on 5 August 1941: 


"I am Ginsburg-Benjamin, born on 5 November 1918 in Diinaburg, Jewish, unmarried, no criminal record, 
living in Diinaburg in the ghetto. About 45 people were shot in the prison yard and buried in three pits by the 
eastern wall. I can report several Jewish communists in the ghetto, I don't know their family names, but I can 
show the people. I was paid 10 to 20 roubles per person for pulling out their fingernails. 

I pulled out the nails of about 20 people. I did not know any of those who were buried on the prison wall 
personally. The victims mentioned were shot in the winter months. 

Some "Anna" gave us the news. I don't know the family name. Bebris, who had a dairy shop in (Metzger) 
Viestur Street, can tell you the surname of the Anna mentioned. Bebris was communist-minded and made a 
lot of threats with the Politruks. 

I haven't seen anyone else from the nail puller team here, they must have all fled. I have nothing else to 
explain. The minutes were read out.

This absurdity would be hard to believe if the blood of 78 
people did not cry out to heaven. 


The outbreak of the German- 
Soviet war was the signal for 
a bestial campaign of revenge 
against the arrested Latvians. 
In every city that the 
Bolsheviks had to evacuate, 
they left behind mountains of 
corpses. On 28 June 1941, 
three days before the 
liberation of Riga, the 
inmates of the central prison 
were murdered in a vicious 
vendetta. After the invasion 
of the German troops, the 
murdered were dug up and it 
== turned out that the prisoners 
Ss had been shot with a machine 
gun in large groups at the 
edge of a self-dug grave. 


In many cases, attempts to find out the ~ 
names of the murdered were in vain after | 
the bodies were unearthed. The relatives — 
of those arrested long ago tried to find 
the remains of their brothers, fathers or 
sons in the courtyard of the central 
prison. 


The Bolsheviks operated in a similar manner 
in other Latvian cities. Before clearing Libau, 
they murdered all the prisoners in the militia 

and GPU prisons.

Transcript of the death sentence 
of Gedimin Franckevic. 
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With the invasion of German troops, 
Riga and the country were liberated 
from Bolshevism. The year of horror 
was over. On their retreat from Riga, 
the Bolsheviks left behind a burning 
city. The Old Town was particularly 
hard hit, first set on fire by the 
Bolsheviks and then shelled by 
artillery. In the process, the most 
valuable historical buildings such as 
St Peter's Church, the Blackheads' 
House and the Town Hall were 
destroyed. 


So the Bolsheviks left their 
previous workspaces. It 
was a headlong flight.

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Out of anger at their expulsion from Riga, the Bolsheviks shot senselessly at the 
harmless civilian population.

The peoples of Europe must hear the warning 
cry of a people who felt Bolshevism at first hand and who owe their salvation from total annihilation 
to the German armies and their leader Adolf Hitler. If Europe wants to live, Bolshevism must die. 
Recognising this, the best sons of the Latvian people are fighting today in the German armies for a 
new and free Europe.
